It is a good time to attract public at­ 
tention to a very important trait iii the 
character of Washington—that of his 
business while serving the colonial gov­ 
ernment 
as 
commander-in-ohief 
of

Befitting 
such a time as this a

inter­ 
esting centennial souvenir has been 
issued—a 
fac-simile copy of Wash­ 
ington’s 
accounts 
with 
the United 
States from 1775 to 1783 inclusive, writ­ 
ten by himself O rd precented for pay­ 
ment et the office of the treasury depart­ 
ment. 
T ie 
first 
entry 
in 
the 
account 
begins 
in 
June 
1776, 
almost 
immediately 
after be 
was 
selected ss ccmmarcer-in-chief of the 
Ame ne en forces, and includes the ex­ 
penses for “the purcbcse of five horses 
(two of 'which were had on credit from 
Mr. James Meaee) to equip me for my 
journey to the army at Cembridge and for 
the service, having sent my chariot and 
horses back to Virginia”; a light phaeton, 
double harness, saddlery, letter case, 
maps, glasses, the keeping of the horses, 
and money expended on the journey from 
Philadelphia to Cambridge, including 
expenses of Gen. Lee, who was afterwards 
to seive him so shabbily, the wfco e 
amounting to a little over $2,000. Dur­ 
ing tie jeer 1775 most of the disburse­ 
ments 
are 
in

servants,

[house, 
expenses

reconnoitering tours, 
laundry 
work, 
blacksmithing, 
etc. 
In another place Washington enters $75* 
‘'to the relief of the distressed wives and 
soldiers from Marblehead.” The exact­ 
ness of this account is shown by a fai t 
note to an entry of $50 to Mr. Ebenezer 
Austin, the stewart, fir household ex­ 
penses, in which he says: “This end 
every other sum wich will be found 
charged in these accounts to Mr. Auetin 
ale credited in his lo c k 'c f household 
expendituies, hirevitb given Bid as 
voucher.” 
The fou\ mr further shows that the 
items for the jeer 1776 cover Washing, 
ton’s trip from Cambridge to New Y< rk 
and his operators in that city. 
At the 
close of tho J ear tie given mint is in 
debt to bim alout $3,000, and this he is 
careful to explain by a foot cote over b s 
own signature, which sax*: 
“This bal­ 
ance arises frcm the expenditures of my 
private pone—from whiob (as doth ap­ 
pear from the dites of the public debits 
against me) my outfit to take the com­ 
mand cf tte army at Cambridge—the ex­ 
penses 
of 
the 
journey 
thither— 
and 
disbursements 
for some 
time 
afterwards were borne—it being money 
wbioh 
I 
brought 
to 
and 
re­ 
ceive! at Philapelphia while there as a 
delegate to Congress in May and June, 
1775.” The entries of the next three 
jeirs are almost entirely connected with 
army movements rn New York and ‘‘the 
Jersies.” Washington’s strong seme of 
justice is shewn in a note appended to a 
credit item of cash of about $600in Mty, 
1779, which reads: “This turn stcnds in 
my]aecount as a credit £to the public— 
but I can find no charge of it against me 
in any cf the public t filets. Where the 
mistake lits I know not, but wish 
cc old be ascertained, as I have no desire 
to in ju rer be injured.” 
Washington was not a peuurious man 
and was never oyer nice about bis ac­ 
count*, but he wmtfd everything jns-t 
right, so that mitbt r he nor the public 
would be wronged. There was a little 
blindness in seme of the accounts kept 
by oilers in part of 1780 and 1781, and 
he was careful to attach this statement 
to that portion of the account: 
This business duping the above interval 


Vernon to the army headquarters. Here 
is the characteristic and interesting ex­ 
planation : 
Although I 
kept memorandum of 
these expenditures, I did not introduce 
them into my public accounts as they 
occurred. The reason was, it appeared at 
first view, in the commencement of them 
to have the complexion of a private 
charge. 
I had my doubts, therefore, of 
the propriety of making it. But the pe­ 
culiar circumstances attending my com­ 
mand and the embarrassed situation of 
our public affairs, which obliged me (to 
the no small detriment of my private

and as this expense was incidental, there­ 
to and consequent of my self-denial, I 
have, as of right I think I ought, upon 
due consideration adjudged the charge 
as just with respect to the public as it is 
convenient with respect to myself, and I 
make it with lesB reluctance, as I find 
upon the final adjustment cf these ac­ 
counts (which have, as will appear, been 
long unsettled) that I am a considerable 
looser, my disbursements falling a goo! 
deal short of my reseipts and the money 
I had upon hand of my own. For be­ 
sides the sum I earned with me to Gam - 
bridge in 1775 I received moneys after­ 
wards on private account in 1777 and 
and slice, which, except small Bums that 
I had occasion now and then to apply to 
private uses, were all expended in the 
public service—and this hurry, I suppose 
and the perplexity of business (for I 
know not how else to account for the de­ 
ficiency) I have omitted to charge — 
whilst every debit against me is here 
credited. 
G. Washington. 
July I, 1783. 
In thi3 age of the world it is ef penally 
interesting to see how completely George 
Washington was governed by the rigid 
principle of honesty—how unshaken was 
Lib intgntv, end how sublime his man­ 
hood. 
It is a good time to call to the 
lublio mind to 6ueh method’s of doing 
business, in the hope that more cf this 
spirit will enter the business world.

A rkansas City, 
R an,, A pril 27 —A 
Small pox epidemic now' threatens G uthrie 
and other towns in Oklahoma. 
Tho e x ­ 
citem ent caused by the knowledge of tha 
brackish, poisonous w aters of the river is 
not a circum stance to the fear th a t has 
come upon the people a t the thought of 
this fell destroyer. 
It seems th a t a m an 
nam ed Joseph Ellsw orth of Kansas City, 
recently from Leadville, was taken w ith 
this disease W ednesday on his retu rn from 
G uthrie and Oklahom a City, and is now 
quarantined a t a house near tho railroad 
shops. 
It is reported th a t this m an stood 
in lino a t the land office in G uthrie for four 
hours w aiting to file his claim Tuesday, 
thus exposing all who came in contact with 
him. 
As the trains are crowded every day 
between A rkansas City and G uthrie, O kla­ 
homa City and Purcell, the disease m ay 
have already spread to these towns. 
The 
people 
aw are 
of 
this case expect an 
epidemic and the first outbreak will result 
in nearly depopulating the two cities. 
Dr. 
Mo >ro of 
A rkansas City, w ho was in a t­ 
tendance upon Ellsw orth, says it is a genu­ 
ine case of smallpox, and tho people of this 
city are excited over the m atter, although 
tho officials say they will 
keep it from 
spreading. 
They talk quite seriously of es­ 
tablishing a quarantine on “ the Oklahom a 
region,” as they haxre dubbed tho now Ter­ 
ritory.

tree on Turkey creak is false. 
The utm ost 
quiet prevails all along the north border 
of Oklahoma. 
This m orning it was said 
th a t in a fight over a claim northeast of 
here one m an had killed his neighbor and 
had in tu rn been shot full of holes by tho 
m urdered m an’s friends. I t is also rum ored 
th a t several blacks on tho South Canadian 
have been killed by whito mon in revenge 
for a m urder, but theso stories lack corrob­ 
oration.

Clouds o f R ed D ust M ake Life M iserable 
for th e Settlers. 
G uthrie, 
Oklahom a, 
A pril 2 7 .— A 
simoon sw ept the desert and G uthrie is 
buried in red dust. 
The wind rose a t 
dawn, swooping down from a cloudless 
sky, and tl.o rod sand of tho plain was 
driven before it all day in stinging stifling 
masses. Tents collapsed, roofs wore raised, 
and everything light and loose was blown 
away. 
H arrison, Munford and Lincoln avenues, 
th a t b ut a little while ago rendered the 
sights of the city accessible, have vanished, 
and the ten t and 
“ slap u p ” roar them ­ 
selves promiscuously over tho town ’ site. 
Tho survey still continues and streets and 
alloys will be a certain developm ent of the 
early p art of the week. 
Meanwhile tho 
labor of civil organization proceeds. There 
are now fivo cities included in the cam p— 
N orth, South, E ast aud W est G uthrie, and 
G uthrie proper. 
The la tte r covers tho 
3 0 acres supposed to have been set a p a rt 
for town purposes, and includes the depot, 
postoffice, and land office, about which the 
heart of the city m ay be said to pulsate. 
Tile others circum scribe tha suburbs with 
tents and blankets. 
These have already 
their Alay ors and boards of alderm en, but 
G uthrie the g reat is still in tho throes of 
selection. 
The railroad is slowly issuing from tho 
snarl in which the glut of local traffic in ­ 
volved it; but though baggage, provisions, 
and other supplies aro being delivered in 
quantities sufficient to relieve destitution, 
the service is far behind the requisites of 
comfort. 
W ater is still being sold, and it 
is execrable w ater a t that. 
Gam bling 
flourishes openly. 
There are wheels of 
fortune, chuck-luck layouts, and Spanish 
monto tables everyw here out of doors, 
while under tents faro, roulette, and other 
more pretentious gam es aro holding out to 
big business. 
It has been tho salvation of G uthrie th a t 
whisky was not adm itted, and it; is to 
this wise exclusion th a t the little violence 
is duo. 
The bloody preludes to the organ­ 
ization of other suddenly developed sec­ 
tions has ever been largely attributed to 
tho inflam m ation of drink. 
W ere w hisky 
readily obtainable in G uthrie it is not to 
be denied th a t a terro r would have reigned 
ere this. 
Tho U nited States authorities 
were wise in enforcing this p a rt of the law. 
Needles and Jones, the tw o m arshals who 
hold authority, have left G uthrie. 
C om ­ 
missioner Stockslager’s declaration th a t 
ho would forfeit the claim s of all United 
States employes is regarded w ith suspicion, 
as it is now generally understood th a t the 
deputies were not sworn in, and the other 
hired gobblers are not technically in the 
federal service. 
It is dem anded th a t the 
governm ent declare a forfeiture of the 
claim s of all persons, irrespective of em ­ 
ployment, who were in the Oklahom a tra c t 
before Monday noon. 
S ettling upon the Cherokee strip pro­ 
gresses in increasing volume. M any cam ps 
aro visible from the railroad, and boomers 
at the stations declare th a t it is their p u r­ 
pose to squat there. 
Plowing and planting 
is well under way a t num erous points. The 
troops have not yet moved. 
C aptain Ja c k 
j Hayes has reached Ponca and has sent out 
[ couriers to give tho squatters three days’ 
notice to quit the strip. 
Ho is m uch be­ 
loved by the settlers for the inexhaustible 
kindness he has shown them in the m arch 
down and the practical help he gave them . 
He is the m an of all men to peacefully set­ 
tle the im pending controversy if it can bo 
settled. 
N ot All Gold th a t Glitters* 
The beauty of Oklahom a is but skin 
deep. 
Its prairies and its woodlands are 
entrancing to the view, b ut they are not 
calculated to sustain a large population 
Thousands who left more fertile localities 
have already dis overed this, and they aro 
cursing the country and those whose rep­ 
resentations caused them to coma here. 
They find tho soil is altogether too lig h t 
and dry to m ake good crops. 
W ithout 
irrigation it can never be made to produce 
adequate returns for tho tim e and labor 
expended upon it. 
Even lf irrigated there 
is no guarantee th a t a crop p u t in will m a­ 
ture. 
The prairie gales are a p t to cause as 
much havoc as tho chinch-bug or the fes­ 
tive grasshopper. 
D uring 
these wind 
storms recently planted fields are hidden 
by denso clouds of dust, and when they 
have subsided the farm ers discover th a t 
much of the soil and seed have flown.

111., April 27.—After aa 
exciting session of an hour the House com­ 
m ittee on municipal corporations reconsid­ 
ered the action of Thursday noon upon the 
bill authorizing city councils in cities and 
boards of trustees in villages to regulate 
telephone rates. 
By a vote of 8 to 7 the 
bill was ordered to be reported back to the 
House with the recommendation that it do 
not pass. 
Mr. Hayes’ bill to enable Boards of Elec­ 
tion commissioners to take charge and con­ 
trol of primary elections came up, and 
finally passed by one vote more than the 
bare constitutional m ajority, receiving 78 
affirmative to 25 negative votes.

(commonly called wall-eyed pike) from 
the first day of March to the first day of 
May; and blaok, green and Oswego bass 
and Mnskalonge, from the first day of 
February to the first day of May. 
This 
act shall not be consarned to prevent the 
buying or selling of fish or possessing 
fish during such spawning season that 
have been raised in private ponds or 
caught in other than the inland waters, of 
the state. 
This amendment appears very clear, 
and permits the taking of pike and bass 
after May 1st, and will be of interest to 
Beek river fishermen.
